I PoaTLAMD, Or., March 31.— An attempt 
was made at. midnight last night to 
wreck tbo north bound orerland at 
Bice's aill, a few miles north of Row- 
bnrg. 


A rail was removed from the trestle, 


and so fixed as to immediately throw the 
train coming in contact with it off the 
track. 


The express came whirling down the 


Bleep grade and was just swinging on the 
curve leading to the trestle, when the 
engineer of the leader of the two locomo- 
tives pulling the train of thirteen cars, 
saw a man lying between the rails and 
waving burning clothes. 


It was George E. Richard?, a gardener 


out of employment, and who was mak- 
ing bis way on foot towards KoEebarg. 
Hit had boarded tho eoath bound train 
at Yoncalla three miles north of the tree- 
tie, but was put off, aud followed, hop- 
ing to be ablo to board tho eouth bound 
train at 3 o'clock, when it was

On the trestle he discovered that the 


outer rail had been removed nnd turned 
diagonally across the track. Thinking 
to U8t back to Yoncalla to telegraph bo 
wheeled abont and came face to fore 
with two men from the other end. Three 
others also approached him. 


The crowd beat him terribly about the 


head, stabbed him twice, and one wound 
may possibly prove fatal. They then 
•threw him over the enafd rail twenty 
feet to the ground. 
The wounded man climbed the side of 


the ravine and walked and crawled half 
a mile, falling exhausted, and set fire to 
his handkerchief just in time to save 
himself and the lives of 250 passengers. 
If tbe train had utiuck tha mil it would 
have been thrown into apace, falling 
thirty feet and rolled down another hun- 
dred.

"We were duo at llica'B Hill at 12 


o'clock thie morning, und there were 
flagged by Richardson, all worn out, 
panting and faint, and blood running 
from his body.

We stopped and he 
crlod out, 'For Christ's Bake don't go any 
further. There are five men down thoru 
to rob you nud they have torn up the 
track.'

flio Compulsory Law to Be Enforced 


Next Fall-A Half Year 


Between Grades. 


A. special meeting of the city board of 


education was held last night. 


City Superintendent Heatou reported 


several 
following 
recommendations, 


which were adopted. He recommended 
that tho compulsory education law bo 
enforced. Tho enforcement of this law 
will keep * goad many children in school 
who are now becoming truants and 
hoodlnms. Tho board decided to have 
.ho school census taken with special 
reference to the cuinpnlsory school law 
BO ns to obtain the name, ago and resi- 
dence ol every pupil. 


Tlit* superintendent recommended that 


m address by eomo prominent educator 
je Buh*tituted for tho essays, etc., of 
lupils at the High school commence- 
nvnt Gxercleoa. This will give the class 
;bo full term of tho regular school work. 
TJtp recommendation was adopted. An 
effort will be mado to secure tho attend- 
mco of Professor MoBOfl of the Btate 
University. 
The superintendent also recommended 


jhat tho ayatflma of semi-annual promo- 
tions bo adopted. At the present time 
;here is a year between tho cradoB, and 
ay the net? systems there will be only 
half a year, thus giving A bettor system 
of grading and bfttter instruction. Under 
the pivBimt system If a pupil on account 
of sicknens or" other reasons drops be- 
hind his class it will be a delay of a year 
whereas by the uow system the delay 
will not ho longer thun hall a year. Tho 
recommendation waa adopted and the 
now system will be enforced in all grades 
below the !ii«h school. Thia plan IB fol- 
lowed in all large cities. 


The board, decided to take immediate 


stops towards calling an election for bonds 
:or the hi?h school. To this end tho 
board received to employ counsel to take 
charge of tho entire proceedings in order 
that all the steps may be regularly made. 
As eoon as the call shall have been 
'ormulatod by tho special counsel em- 
ployed by tho hoard an election will be 
called. Tho amount of tbe bonds will bo 
3175,000.

Steps Will bo Taken to Have tfie 


Indictments (Juaelicd oil Alleged 


ivregnlarlties. 


J-ichard 8. Hoatli andF. W. Pulley, 


accused of tho murder o( Louia B. Mc- 
Whirter will be taken before Judge 
HolineB today [or arraignment. 


It is understood that tbo defense will 


make eeveral motions today, the most 
important of which will bo to qaneh the 
indictment on the gronnd that E. W. 
Bialoy took phonographic notes ot the 
testimony given before the grand jury, 
and was therefore present when the wit* 
nesses were examined, which waa con- 
trary to law. 


Against this objection the prosecution 


will probably allege that Mr. Kieley wae 
a duly appointed, qualified and act-. 
ing deputy district attorney at the 3iii.. 


The next point raised will be that J, 


D. UollinH, foreman ol the grand jury, 
excused himself from attending as fore- 
man on account of sickness, and that, 
although he heard a part of the testi- 
mony, be did not act as foreman, and 
another member of the jury wag ap- 
pointed in hia place. This it IB contend- 
ed was irregular and fatal to the indict- 
ment. This contention will be met by 
the defense with a showing that Mr. 
Coliine did not vote upon the indict- 
ments. 


It may ba contended alao that the 


grand jury which found the indictments 
had continued in session utter a new 
grand jury had been summoned, and 
that this alleged irregularity invalidated 
the indictments. 


It is understood that a motion will be 


also made to obtain separate trials for 
Heath and Policy and also to have 
Heath admitted to bail. Harder is not 
a bailable offense, bnt in certain con- 
tingencies the ronrt has discretion to 
admit a prisoner to bait. 


The object of these motions to quash 


tho indictments IB for the purpose of 
adding to tho grounds on which a new 
trial may be anted for in the event of 
the conviction oi Heath and Polley.
